Steps in Wrong Place 
at Dance Angered 


and Guests Left Alone 
Admiral, Evidence 


at Ship Commander’s Trial.

GIBRALTAR, March 31. — Be- 
cause the starboard and not the 
port accommodation ladder was 
prepared for Rear Admiral Ber- 
nard St. G. Collard at Malta on 


March 5, and because some of the 
women guests at'a dance aboard 
the battleship Royal Oak were 
“wall flowers,” the Admiral became 
abusive and said he was “fed up” 
with the ship. 

This testimony was brought out 
in the opening session today of the 
courtmartial which is trying Com- 
mander H. M. Daniel on charges 
of breaches of naval discipline. 
It was adduced before eight Cap- 
tains from ships of the’ British 
Mediterranean ffeet who sat and 
listened to the reading of letters, 
in which Commander Daniel re- 
ported the incidents, to Capt- Ken- 
neth Tewar. Capt. Dewar’s trial is 
to follow the Daniel hearing. 

Commander Daniel is representcd 
by Day Kimball, former Assistant 
Attorney-Gereral of Massachusetts, 
now a practicing attorney in Lon- 
don. There are four charges, 
broadly aceusing Daniel of remarks 
and ‘etters calculated to bring the 
Admiral] into contempt-

The “wall flower” affair came 
up at the dance aboard the Royal 
Oak, at which Admiral Collagd, ac- 
cording to the letters, publicly 
abused the ship’s Daag and 
musicians and had a private jazz 
band summoned to take their 
places. The letter said that Ad- 
miral Collard noticed that several 
women were sitting out dances and 
that he threatened Capt. Dewar, in 
the presence of several guests, that 
if the Captain failed to do his duty 
by having people introduced to 
each other, he would’ make him 
do it. 

Admiral Collard, on cross-exam- 
ination, virtually admitted the cor- 
rectness of the statements about 
the dance and band, but denied he

E, M. HOUSE SAYS SMITH 
IS ONLY POSSIBLE NOMINEE 


Democrats Can’t Make Any Other 
Selection, He Thinks; Lowden 
or Hoover for G. O. P.

NEW YORK, March 31.—Gov. 
Smith of New York is the only 
possible Democratie presidential’ 
nominee, Col. E. M. House, the 
late President Wilson’s intimate 
friend. and adviser, said today as 
he started for Europe for an ex- 
tended visit. 

“It will be impossible, I believe, 
for the Democrats to make any 
other selection, regardless of what 
opposition theré may be,” he said, 
“and I do not’ believe the opposi- 
tion will be as great as itis now 
represented to be. 

“The Reptiblican choice lies be- 
tween Lowden and Hoover, There 
is a possibility that a compromise 
candidate may be named, but I 
doubt it.”

Indiana Young Woman’s Body 
Taken From Water—Tw 
Brothers Held. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOGANSPORT, Ind., March 31. 
—Search for Miss Esta Hoover, 
22 years old, and her sister, Seena, 
18, of Winamac, Ipd., who disap- 
peared Wednesday night, resulted 
in the finding of the body of the‘ 
elder girl in the waterworks, race 
here. late today. Two brothers, 
John Eskew, 25, and Edgar, 21, 
are held on suspicion. 

Coroner M. B. Stewart said he 
found no marks on the body of 
Esta to indicate murder, but that 
an autopsy later would determine 
whether she met her death from 
drowning. In the meantifhe fire- 
men and volunteers continued to 
search the waterway for the other 
girl’s body. 

The Eskews had been keeping 
company with the Hoover girls, it 
is said, and were to have been with 
them Wednesday night. The youths 
have said they were out of the city 
that night. It was reported one 
of them was to have married the 
young woman with whom he had 
been keeping company, but both 
denied the statement. 

The sisters had been living in 
a private home here and working 
in a local factory. For them to 
have fallen into the water it would 
have been necessary for them to 
climb over a coal pile several] hun- 
dred feet long and scale a _ high 
board fence which protects’ the 
race banks. | 


HUGHES DECLINES TO BE

Butler Announces New - Yorker 
Will Not Serve as Temporary

to serve as temporary chairman 
of the Republican National Con- 
vention at Kansas City, William M. 
Butler, chairman of. the National 
Committee, announced today. 

The temporary . chairman 
keynote speaker will be 
Tuesday. 

Charles D. Hilles, vice chairman 
of the National Committde, said 
he had informed Hughes that 
Chairman Butler and other party 
leadarg were prepared to urge his 
Seiection as keynote speaker if as- 
sured that he would accept. Hughes 
declined, he said, on the ground 
that he had planned a needed rest 
after his labors at the Pan-Amer- 
ican conference at Havana.

MANY KILLED OR 
HURT IN SMYRNA 
BY EARTHQUAKES 


Seven Damaging Temblors 
Lay Waste to Large Area, 
Constantinople Dispatch- 
es Indicate. 


25 DEAD, 80 INJURED 
IN CAPITAL ALONE 


All Communication to Inter- 
ior Cut Off—Shocks Felt 
in Several Countries— 


Help Rushed to Scene. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 31.—Brief dis- 


‘patches from Constantinople today 


reported that Smyrna, the “capital 
of “disaster” in the Near East, had 
suffered from seven damaging 
earth shocks and that a large num- 
ber of persons had been killed and 
injured. The shocks began at 2:30 
a. m. today. 

A special dispatch to the Lon- 
don Sunday Express from Smyrna 
said that more than 25 persons are 


dead in that city and 80 or more | 


injured. * 

Every factory chimney in the 
city collapsed, numbers of houses 
are in ruins, and all industnial ac- 
suspended. 
offices 
and places ef public resort closed. 


The dispatch said that hundreds | 
the | 


of families. are 
open. 

News from the interior is even 
more serious. Eighty per cent of 
the »uildings at Tepekeui collapsed. 
The shocks lasted intermittently 
for 60 minates. 

It appeared certain, however, 
that besides Smyrna, itself, several 
villages in the vicinity had suf- 
fered heavily. Some reports indi- 
cated that the whole western re- 
gion of Anatolia had been affected 
as far as Konia and Afion Kara 
Hissar. 

Losses Merely Estimated. 
teports on the number of dead 
and injured were frankly estimat- 
ed and varied widely. 

Severe earthquakes were regis- 
tered in several countries, includ- 
ing Italy, Germany and-England. 

Half of the village of Tourbali 
was destroyed and in the village of 
Seidikeui 10 dead and 40 injured | 
were reported. 

The Turkish Red Crescent Soc- 
icty is rushing help to the stricken 
district. 

All telegraph poles in the 
smyrna region were thrown 
down and communications were 
cut off. News of the earthquake 
reached Constantinople by way of 
Konia. 

Many Disasters in Smyrna. 

The ancient city of Smyrna in 
Asia Minor has been beset by dis- 
asters many times in its long his- 
tory. In178 A. D. it was destroyed 
by earthquake and was restored by 
Marcus Aurelius. In -the Vifteenth 
century it was sacked by the Tatar 
conqueror Timur. 

Since then other disasters have 
struck it, one of the latest being 
the great fire of 1922, when the 
city was virtually destroyed with 
the loss of more than 2000 lives. 
About 2500 buildings ‘were  de- 
stroyed and all the American prop- 
erty there wiped out. All the banks, 
business houses and consulates in 
the European quarter were burned 
and for many days the terrified in- 
habitants suffered untold misery 
from shortage of food and water. 

The fire, which broke out a few 
days after the Turkish entry into 
the town, first appeared in the Ar- 
menian quarter and only the Tur- 
Kish quarter on Mount Pagus es- 
caped. 

Greek troops had occupied the 
city in 1919 and it was not until 
1922 that Smyrna and the = sur- 
rounding zone reverted to full 
Turkish sovereignty under the 
treaty of Lausanne.

Smyrna Shocks Recorded Here, 

An earthquake of moderate in- 
tensity was recorded on the St. 
Louis University seismograph, be- 
ginning at 6:42 p. m. yesterday and 
continuing until 8 p. m. Father 
Macelwane, head of the depart- 
ment of geophysics, computed the 
center to be 5650 miles east of St. 
Louis, and judged the disturbance 
to be the Smyrna earthquake.

golfing circles concerning 
the relative merits of what were 
termed the “short” and “.ong” 
swings. Various theories were 
advanced in support of eacn, the 
“long swing” being accorded the 
advantage of power, and the 
“short swing” that of accuracy. 
Of coursé, the length of the 
swing for the purposes of the 
discussion really meant the 


. length of the backswing, for the 


amplitude of the follow through 
cepld not possibly matter. 


I remember watching Chick 
Evans play in Atlanta years ago 
—about 1914, I think it was— 
and I can see now his swing as 
it was then, fine and free. Later 
he cut down his backstreke, 
shortened it considerably, and 
the general opinion was that he 
had improved his iron play 
thereby. From that time on 
Bvans gained” the reputation, 
with his abbreviated backswing, 
of being a much shorter irver 
than he was before, and a Deiter 
fron player. 

Neither of these propositions 
has ever struck me as true. 
Chick is unquestionably a grvat 
iron player today. Possibly he 
is more accurate from the short- 
er distances now than ever be- 
fore. But I cannot agree that 
his play with the long irons has 
improved. I do not believe that 
he is quite so accurate from 180 
or 190 yards as he.was im 1914. 


Hard to Time Short Swing. 
HETHER the backswing 


club speed-at impact, the short 
swinger must accelerate much 
faster than the man who brings 
his club to the horizontal or past 
it, for he has at least two teet 
less of arc in which to bring his 
club from zero to the maximum 
rate of speed. This means tnat 
there’ must be actual exertion 
through every inch of the hitting 
stroke. and an almost irresistidle 
impuife to. “snatch” the club 
down trom the topmost position. 


I believe that it was to coun- 
teract this impyjse that Chick 
‘Ewans. after he had shortened 
his swing. began to content 
himself with less range from the 
tee. I say “content himself” for 
I am convinced that Chick, 
when he really goes out for dis- 
tande. can hit a golf ball about 
as far as anyone, even with his 
short backstroke; I am not like- 
ly to forget @ brassie short which 
he hit-a full 300 yards on the 
eighteenth at Baltusral. But 


probably Chick found that his 


restricted swing “would not per- 
mit hard pounding without ea 
sacrifice of accuracy or consist- 
ency . 
Backswing Can Be Overdone. 
F course, the backswing can 


be overdone just as easily in 
the other direction. A swing 
that is too long bécomes at once 
unwieldy and loose.. Just as too 
much restraint makes every 
muscle tense, so a too great full- 
ness makes for flabby uncertain 
hitting. : . 
What we must seek is a length 
of backstroke ‘which will permit 
@ maximum speed at impact,

BOTH CITY AND STATE LAWS 
PREVENT TORNADO TAX RELIEF 


Assessor Points to Explicit Pro- 
vision for Valuation of Prop- 
erty on June !. 

Provisions of the City. Charter 
and Missouri statutes make it im- 
possible to give relief-in any way 
to taxpayers whose property was 
damaged by the tornado of Sept. 
29, according to City Assessor 
Gehner. 


| taxing 


There is explicit provision in the 
laws, that valuation on 
property for taxing purposes must 
be made June 1 of each year. 
Since this date was prior to the 
tornado, taxes must be paid on the 
value of the property before dam- 
age by the tornado. Assessments 
on this basis already have been 
made for the taxes to be paid this 
year. 

Taxes to be paid in 1929 must 
be based on the value of the prop- 
erty as of June 1 fnext. In fixing 
the valuations for next year’s taxes, 
for example, if a building was de- 
molished by the tornado and has 


to be paid in 1929-will be on the 
vacant ground only. Neither 
Gehner nor the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, which. now is in session, can 
deviate in any way from the pro- 
visions of the tax laws, and there 
is no way in which they.may give 


relief, according to Gehner.

Caused Most Often by Grafting 


And Looting, U. 


S. Records Show. 


Watered Stocks, Mismanagement and Fraud 
Lead to More Failures Than Outside 


Influences, Says 


I.C. C. Report.

HAT wrecks railroads? 
W Ask the average rail spokesman and he will cite a long list - 
of reasons usually beginning with “politics” and ending with 


the Interstate Commerce Commisgion. 


It is dogma in orthodox rail- 


way circles that the roads are the prey of radical politicians, who 
have forced through Congress laws which mak® successful railroad- 


ing all but impossible. 


The roads are being “regulated to death,” 


they are “bound hand and foot,” they are not “allowed to run their 
own business,” they are starved by low freight rates, and only the 
superhuman energy and intelligence of railway managers keep the 
steel highways from all going bankrupt together. 


It is a sad picture, which would 
be sadder still if it were true; but 
if truth were alcohol, this 
complaint would do no violence 
to the Volstead act. 

Thomas Gibson is a Wall Street 
writer of long and favorable re- 
pute. There isn’t an atom of 
radicalism in him. To him, the 
New York Stovk Exchange is the 
heart of the economic universe, 
and any public policy which tend- 
ed to “hurt business” or depre- 
clate stocks would get Gibson’s 
hearty condemnation. In his 
semi-annual forecast dated July, 
1925, at page 46, Gibson said: 

“There is a widespread popular 
opinion that the railroads have 
been badly injured by politicians. 
S. far as national laws are con- 
cerned, this is a fallacy. There has 
not been a single law passed in 
years which was unfavorable to 
the railroads.”’ 


State Laws No Menace. 

He explains further that State 
laws are no longer a menace to 
railroads, on account of the na- 
tionalization of their control. 
Then, one year later, in July, 
1926, on page 68, Gibson says: 

“With the exception of the 
Adamson law, which no longer 
gives us any concern, every bit of 
National railroad legislation en- 
acted in the last decade or more 
has been of a constructive char- 
acter.” 

But if Gov ernment action does 
not wreck railroads, what does? 
Perhaps it would be well to ex- 
amine a few sample rail wrecks, 
and see. For Exhibit A, take the 
Harrimanization of the Chicago & 
Alton, as told in Volume 12 of In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
Reports, beginning at page 296. 

Prior to 1898, the Alton was 
managed by its president, Col. T. 
B. Blackstone, whose control was 
due less to stock ownership than 
to proved honesty and capacity as 
a practical railroader. It had 946 
miles of line and was capitalized 
at not quite $34,000,000—a little 
less than $36,000 a mile. Nearly 
two-thirds of its capitalization 
was stock, which had paid 8 per 
cent or better for years. 

Gain Largely in Securities. 

At the close of 1898, a syndi- 
cate was formed by E. H. Harri- 
man, Mortimer L. Schiff (repre- 
senting Jacob H. Schiff), George 
J. Gould and James Stillman. 
This syndicate bought the Alton. 
After a little more than seven 
years of their control, the capital- 
ization of the Alton had climbed 
to $114,610,937. About $18,000,- 
000 of this, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission concluded, rep- 
resented additions and better.- 
ments. The rest of the increase, 
$62,660,000 plus, consisted of se- 
curities which the syndicate had 
unloaded on the public, pocketing 
the proceeds through controlling 
stock ownership without giving the 
Alton the benefit of a single dol- 
lar of this enormous debt. 

A few details are worth re- 
cording. While they still held 


‘practically all the stock of the 


Alton, the financiers put a $40,- 
000,000 mortgage on the proper- 
ty.. Then they sold these mort- 
gage bonds to themselves at $65 
on the $109. The bonds after- 
ward were sold to the public at 
from $88 to $94 a $r00. Out of 
every $100 of this new debt sad- 
died on the Alton, therefore, the 
syndicate members took from $23 
to $29 for themsetves. 

A fair start, but it was no more 


| gua @ start. Even selling at $65, 


the bonds brought $26,000,000. 
Of this, $8,500,000 was used to 
take up outstanding bonds of an 
older issue, and the financiers 
voted themselves a 30 per cent 
special dividend out of the rest. 


Public Holds the Sack. 

Space cannot be spared to tell 
the involved, complex trickery by 
which the syndicate managed to 
get out from under the road and 
leave the public to hold the sack. 
Enough that when they were 
through with it, the Alton was 
wrecked, and has stayed wrecked 
ever since. 

Exhibit B in the study of what 
wrecks railroads, is No, 6833 of 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
reports, and the double story of 
the Pere Marquette and the Cin- — 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton, bet- 
ter and more briefly known as 
the C., H. & D. 

The Pere Marquette was com- 
posed of three rather poor Michi- 
gan roads which were put together 
Jan. 1, 1900, by the Crapo-Thayer 
interests, who inflated the capital- 
ization somewhat, but ran the 
road pretty well for three Yegrs. 
When they sold ft, the long term 
debt was $31,000,000. In 12 years, 
three successive financial groups 
increased this debt more than 
$50,000,000. These groups, in or- 
der, were known as the Prince in- 
terests, the C., H. & D. syndicate 
and the Zimmerman-Hollins inter- 
ests. The second of these united 
the Pere Marquette and the C., H. 
& D. Of this latter road, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commissicn 
says: 

“Prior to July 7, 1904, when 
the syndicate took control, the C., 
H. & D. was a highly prosperous 
road, despite losses of several mii- 
lions through Henry 8. Ives ana 
his associates, .... and the ta- 
jecticn of $10,200,000 of water 
into the capital stock by the Shoe-* 
maker-Woodford interests.’ 


Deficit Succeeds Surplus. 


“These interests sold out to the 
C., H. & D. syndicate in 1904, r2- 
ceiving $125 a share for their 
common stock, which was water, 
and 6110 a share for 10,000 
shares of preferred stock. ‘The 
surplus of that date was replaced 
in the following year by a deficit 
of at least $1,086,127, allowance 
being made for some $843,000 - 
concealed by falsification of ac- 
counts.”” 

That paragraph is worth a sec- 
ond reading. It discloses several 
interesting things. The C., H. &: 
D. had been milked at least twice 
before the syndicate got it. The 
common stock of the road was 
water, representing no investment 
whatever. The new syndicate not 
only ruined a road that had with- 
stood the assaults of earlier and 
more modest groups, but the books 
were falsified to its deeds. 
And the In Commerce - 
Commission mentions these things 
as if they were mere common- 
places in railroad history. Perhaps 
they were. 

Page after page of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's re- 
port is filled with details. There 
is room here only for the partial 
summary given on page 2138: 

“Of the Prince interests, it must 
be said that .... only a court of 
criminal jurisdiction could sde- 
quately deal with their .bsequent 
transactions aa to both of these 
roads. This taint of crimimality 
attaches to many of their gssoci- 
ates in the C., H. & D. syndication

SPACE FOR LINDBERGH TROPHIES. 

Speaking of the housing of the Lindbergh trophies, 
for which there is not enough room in the east wing 
of the Jefferson Memorial building, Mayor Miller 
says that the city hasn’t the money to provide for 
the housing of the Lindbergh trophies. The Missouri 
Historical Society, which now occupies the east wing 
of the Jefferson Memorial, where there is not enough 
space to display either the Lindbergh trophies or the 
other collections of the society, wants to utilize the 
west wing for the Lindbergh exhibit. 

The west wing is now used for eight months in 
the year'as a rehearsal hall for the chorus of the 
Municipal Opera. The Mayor says the chorus needs 
that west wing, that the Municipal Opera is just as 
important as the trophies, and the shortage of funds 
on the part of the city prohibits providing for the 
Lindbergh trophies.

Candor compels the statement that Mr. Gary’s 
pay-as-we-go plan would condemn Missouri, cities and 
farms alike, to a long, bleak future of inadequate 
roads.

It is the verdict of 
the facts and figures of our State Highway Depart- 
ment. Thus: In 1925 the department let contracts 
for State highway construction in the amount of 
$26,343,754.

How the Emancipated, Leisured Woman in England Is Using Her New Freedom; 
She Plays Bridge, Tennis, Dances, Keeps a Fashionable Dog and Spends Her Hus- 
band’s Money; Her Single Political Conviction Is That It Is Wicked of the Work-

ECAUSE Mme. Curie discovered radium, 
R because Miss Roydon can preach a 
more eloquent sermon than the average 
Bishop, because Dame Louisa Aldrich 


Blake was one of the best surgeons of her 


day, the average man is inclined to take 


the opinion of the average woman more 


Seriously than he did 60 years ago. 


But the average “leisured’’ woman has 
not altered very greatly. She is perceptibly 
better educated as far as actual book- 
learning is concerned than she was 60 
Even at the worst of the pri- 
vate schools that is true. She plays games 
and sometimes plays them well. But apart 
from these two points—important, cer- 
ainly, as far as they go—she has changed 
but little. The general education—ds dis- 
tinct from the strict book-learning side of 
it—acquired in the average private school 
still tends to make a girl regard herself, 
not as an embryo citizen whose aim is to 
become an entirely responsible, self-gov- 
erning and independent human being, to 
whom will be intrusted her share of voice 
and influence in the governing of the com- 
munity to which she belongs: but rather 
as a future helpmeet, one whose business 
with the state and the world outside the 
home will be indirect rather than direct, 
one whose business it will be not to act 
lrerself but only to help others to act. She 
is encouraged not to have overmuch self- 
confidence, she is induced.to regard her- 
self as something slightly inferior. 

The girl of today is allowed to suppose 
that, provided her father has enough 
money to keep her, she will be doing noth- 
ing wrong, when she leaves school, if she 
does what would be regarded as the last 
disgrace if attempted by her brother—if 
(in the hope of marriage) she lives at home 
idle. Nay, more than that, she is, in the 
average private school, implicitly, if not 
explicitly, taught that she will actually be 


doing wrong if she insists on going out to’ 


work against her parent’s desire, that her 
duty is to try to adapt herself to the con- 
ditions of her home life, to learn to potter 
about, to learn to do nothing, to accept con- 
tentedly her condition as a “‘kept’” human 
being as part of doing her duty in that 
state of life into which it has pleased God 
to call her,

HALL we be told that the “leisured” 


woman only exists among a small sec- 
tion of the very rich, among what used to 
be called the “smart set” and that there 
are so few of them that it does not matter? 
There is a “smart sct’’ or its equivalent in 
every suburb and in every provincial town 
in England, a set which plays bridge in the 
afternoons, motors round to see its friends, 
plays a little tennis. dances a good deal, 
keeps the most fashionable kind of dog it 
can afford, spends a large proportion of its 
time—and more of its husband's or father’s 
money than he can easily ‘“spare—at its 
dressmaker, spends al] it can squeeze on 
jewelry. This public reads a large number 
of novels. It only glances at the papers; 
its interest in home politics is, for the most 
part, confined to thinking how wicked the 
working man is to want the money and 
material comforts which it regards as all 
important: 
is nonexistent, 
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its interest in forcign’ politics 


This public is a much larger one than 
it was 60 years ago and it is a much more 
serious menace to society. Sixty years ago 
the man, his interests and his amusements, 
came so far first in the home that by the 
time he had spent all he needed on sport 
and entertainment there was not a great 
deal left to spend on his wife’s and daugh- 
ter’s dressing, dancing and party giving. 
Sixty vears ago when a woman married she 
normally embarked on a period of 15 to 
20 years during which she gave birth to a 
child at least every two or three years, and 
a young family of seven or eight children 
does not, except in the richest class of all, 
leave a mother much leisure. Idleness, 
the idleness that breeds decay, was, 60 
years ago, confined to the unmarried or 
to the middle-aged. Today, when a woman 
marries, she has, perhaps, two children, 
That is not, even among moderately well- 
to-do people, a whole-time job unless she 
chooses to make it so. After the first few 
years, in these days of schoo] education, 
it is not even a half-time job. Sixty years 
ago women of this kind had very little 
freedom; today they have a great deal. 
If people are to be brought up to live the 
life of self-indulgent slaves it is safer for 
the community that they should actually 
be slaves. 


HE number of idle, useless women has 
increased enormously during the past 
60 years; and not only that, but their in- 
fluence has increased enormously. Today 


they are listened to, they help to set the 
tone of the society in which they move. 
They, largely, make the attitude toward 
life of large sections—and impgptant sec- 
tions—of the community. And what do 
they make it? They make it what they 
have been brought up to make it, and what 
their experience of life has taught them to 
make it. They put idleness, the one thing 
they know, as the highest good; ‘they 
teach the men and the young women of 
their set to value idleness, to dislike work, 
to prize material comfort, personal adorn- 
meit and social advancement, to judge 
people on how they dress, and who—so- 
cially—they know; and since sex is their 
profession, they put an enormous emphasis 
on sex, on discussion of sex, on consideration 
of sex problems, on the importance of sex- 
ual attraction. 

They are much franker about this side of 
life than they were 60 years ago, because 
they are freer; and since they owe what 
position they have entirely to sex, they nat- 
urally set vast store by it. When they dis- 
cuss sex questions they are discussing pro- 
fessional questions. They set no standards 
of duty toward the community, because. for 
the most part, they have no standafds. 
Their influence is as Mill declared it was 
60 years ago. “anything but favorable to 
public virtue.” They understand the danger 
to the community involved in war and they 
have a standard of duty to the community 
in wartime: but, short of war. their motto 
is home first, community’ last, and they 
spread that attitude of mind throughout 
their set. They are listened to today by men 
as they were not 60 years ago, and there is 
grave danger that their unhealthy, immoral 
and corroding attitude toward life may 
spread through the community.

If these 
so-called serious works of Sulli- 
van constituted his chief claim to 
eminence such academic snootiness 
might be justified. But as the co- 
author of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
eperettas he is so unmistakably 
stamped with genius that one won. 
ders how even a music critic could 
fail to appreciate his importance. 

By any sort of reasonable stan- 
dard he is, with the possible excep- 
tion of Purcell and the elimina- 
tion of Haendel on the ground of 
his German birth, the foremost 
figure in English music. 
geniuses he has the virtue of an 
immense fecundity. His melodies 
pour out with all the prolixity of 
a mountain brook. His harmonic 
devices and his instrumentation 
have a symphoric depth and his 
skill in polyphonic writing is of 
the same order as that displayed 
by the early English madrigalisis. 

As a work of art, “Iolanthe,”’ to 
my mind is g better opera than 
“Carmen” while as a popular en- 
tertainment it is of course, 10 times 
as great.

HE humor of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas” is generally 


supposed to reside in the Gil- 
bertian lyrics. The value of these 
lyrics, Of course, is not to be ques- 
tioned, but the music often has a 
humor of its own and more often 
still the humor of a passage de- 
rives from the incongruity between 
the words and the music. In the 
opening chorus of Patience the 
text speaks of “29 love-sick maid- 
ens” while the music has reached 
almost a devotional level. In the 
second act of Jolanthe, the Fairy 
Queen's song about the “amorous 
dove” is an essay in poetic melan- 
choly so far as the music is con- 
cerned but in the second verse she 
frankly admits: 

“On fire that glows with heat 

intense 

“I turn the hose of common 

sense 

“And out it goes at small ex- 

pense.’ 

Another shining example of this 
device of pairing up grandiose 
music with humorous words is the 
chorus of the peers from Iolanthe. 
The members of the House of 
Lords who have descended en 
masse On the countryside in order 
to woo the iovely Phyllis, make 
their entrance to a magnificently 
scored fanfare which is followed 
by a march in the grand style of 
the first act of Aida. Then the 
peers break into words like this: 
“Bow, bow, ve lower middle classes 
“Bow all ye tradesmen, clerks and 

masses.”’ 

The pirate chorus in “The Pirate 
of Penzance” enter the castle of 
Major-General Stanley singing the 
words “with cat-like tread” at the 
tops of their voices. And s0 on. 
There is, consequently, a double 
value to the music which one can 
realize only when one can hear the 
text. Unfortunately an auditor 
can rarely do so. The auditorium 
is too large, in the case of the 
Municipal Opera or the diction of 
the singers is faulty which {s the

The 
great trouble is writers do not 
study the contents of the maga- 
zines to which they send their ma- 
terial. Every magazine has a defi- 
nite policy, and stories must fit in 
with this policy.

T WO years ago when Mr. Ames

their operetta were qualities that 
the ordinary Broadway trained 
musical comedy artists were not 
likely to possess. Accordingly he 
started searching through the con- 
servatories, the training schools 
and the concert halls for new 
blood. The cast with which he 
produced Iolanthe and which with 
one or two minor exceptions will 
be seen in St. Louis was the result. 

The artist who sings the tenor 
leads in all three of the operas 
which are now a part of the Ames 
repertoire is William Williams, a 
young English actor who had never 
appeared in a musical production 
before. From Mr. Ames’ point of 
view he was exactly the type 
needed to take the part of Strephon 
if only he could be hypnotized or 
otherwise persuaded into develop- 
ing enough voice for the purpose. 
He was accordingly turned over to 
singing teachers and his Strephon 
—likewise his Nanki Poo and 
Frederick—were amazing examples 
of what can be done 1‘ith a negli- 
gible vocal equipment when intel- 
ligence and good taste are em- 
ployed. 

The other principals were for 
the greater part singers of unmis- 
takable talents but who were not 
familiar to the usual American 
theatergoer. John Barclay, for in- 
stance, who does the Pirate King 
so magnificently and who also 
plays the name role in the Mikado, 
was an English oratorio singer. 

The chorus was recruited almost 
entirely from vocal students who 
had not yet entered the ranks of 
professionals. Mr. Ames not only 
wanted good voices but he wanted 
fresh and unhackneyed personal- 
ities. 


EVERAL reviewers in New 
§ ror who have lived long 


enough to talk that way with 
authority have spoken of the Ames 
productions as the finest Gilbert & 
Sullivan ever produced either in 
England or America. I can only 
pass that along for what it is worth 
and add for my own part that they 
are dewy, luminous, witty and 
graceful to a degree that is rare i.

First of all, they are knit into a 
closely unified whole by the fact 
that every line, whether spoken or 
sung, is projected with as much 
distinctness as that of a spoken 
drama. It is possible for a person 
who has never heard the operas 
and has no idea what they are 
about to follow the story from be- 
ginning to end without program, 1i- 
bretto or any additional word -of 
explanation. 

This result was achieved largely 
by compelling a clear diction from 
the singers, but at one or two 
points the orchestration has been 
thinned out to avoid any poasibil- 
ity of the words being blanketed. 
In other parts where a special em- 
phasis on the written text is con- 
sidered desirable the singers de- 
claim a phrase or two. Usually 
these devices are not necessary.

Tells How Sea Forces Put 
End to German Subma- 
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ASSERTS BRITISH 
FEARED DEFEAT 


Allied and Neutral Ton- 
nage Faced Destruction 
and Armies in Field Were 
in Peril, He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—To 
stand as an official account, a his- 
tory of American naval participa- 
tion ih the World War, with spe- 
cial reference to the European the- 
ater of operations has been writ- 
ten by Capt. Dudley W. Krox of 
the Navy historical section. 

Written because of many re- 
quests to the Navy Department, it 
sets forth in eight chapters the sit- 
uation existing on the seas when 
the United States entered the war, 
and follows American fleet activ- 
ities through to the finish. 

Recalling that when this coun- 
try joiged the allies, Germany's 
unrestricted submarine warfare 
was destroying approximately 900,- 
009 tons of shipping monthly, and 
that the German ‘high command 
believed its submarines corld pre- 
vent large scale transportation of 
American troops, Capt. Knox de- 
clared that creation of the United 
States Navy’s anti-submarine war- 
craft prevented that development 
and also kept the allies in sup- 
plies. 

Germany Discounted Navy. 

The German high command dis- 
counted American participation, 
the account said, because “it was 
a clear case of our apparent weak- 
ness at sea being responsible for 
getting us into war.” 

“When Germany felt strong 
enough at sea to ignore our rights, 
she did so,” he continued. 

“German calculations as to the 
effectiveness of submarines at 
first proved painfully correct. 
lied navies appeared to be taken 
by surprise. No counter-measures 
of consequence had been developed, 
and the opening months of the 
submarine campaign seemed . te 
portend the quick and decisive de- 
feat of the allies. On.the arrival 
of Admiral W. S. Sims in London 
early. in April, 1917, he was-in- 
formed of this exceedingly grave 
situation by the First Sea Lord of 
the Admiralty. who stated, ‘It is 
impossible to go on with the war 
if the losses like this continue. 
They will win unless we can stop 
those losses and stop them soon.’ ” 

Losing 909,000 tons of shipping 
a month and building only 177,000 
tons, the total allied and neutral 
tonnage of 34,000,000 tons faced 
destruction.

Whatever the pressure was, it apparently 
was great enough to prevent conduction 
of light from the retina of the eye to the 
visual center and yet was not great enough 
to cause permanent impairment of the del- 
icate optic nerves. The optic nerve, the doc- 
tors pwint out, if subjected to injury or even 
long disuse, easily becomes atrophied. . This 
atrophy is indicated by the white spots 
which commonly accompany blindness. It 
is well known that when this condition pre- 
vails the case. is hopeless. An atrophied 
Optic nerve is permanently dead 

One of the most: extraordinary phases 
of Joan's case, therefore, is that atrophy did 
not occur even though impairment was 
sufficient to prevent. conduction. The nerves 
remained in such condition that they were 
able to function normally when that pres- 
sure was removed. And apparently it was 
removed somehow at the time the girl felt 
that tingling shock she describes. 

The specialists say such cases of recovery 
record 


are extremely rare. There are on 


numerous instances in which defects caus- 
ing congenital blindness have been correcied 
and sight restored, but as a’general thing, 
these cases are corrected in early childhood. 
It is seldom, indeed, that persons blind 18 


years from birth gain their sight.

And for 

the first time the 

story of Henry 

Hudson's last voyage that closed in 

tragedy has been told in its entirety. 

The great explorer’s fate has long 

been known, but diligent research has 

just brought to light its aftermath— 
the exoneration of his murderers. 

Almost everything that can ever be 
known of the man, unless unsuspected 
documents should be turned up, which 
is considered improbable, has gone 
into the very human picture created 
by Hudson’s latest biographer, Lie- 
welyn Powys, English author. 

The uncertain shadows clouding 
Hudson's humiliating end have thwart- 
ed historians for half a century. It 
was through a remarkable stroke of 
luck that Powys’ agent, Miss Alice 
Mays, after only three weeks’ search 
in a certain file in the London Public 
Records Office, stumbled upon a sin- 
gle document, written in barely de- 
cipherable Jacobean law Latin, which 
has settled many controversial points. 

Powys reveals, through his narra- 
tive of facts, much of the character 
and temperament of Hudson, as much 
as can be known from the few manu- 
scripts of the time that have survived. 
And, Powys intimates, it may have 
been a flaw, a weakness, in Hudson’s 
character that led to his ultimate 
downfall. 

Like most explorers in that time 
“when the world was young’ he was 
far more interested in what he was 
trying to do—find a passage to Cathay 
——than in any rewards which might be 
his from the accomplishment of that 
discovery. And like most explorers, 
his reward came long after his death, 
when the river, the strait and the bay 
that he had discovered were named for 
him. 


LTOGETHER, he made four 
AY vorates in search, first, of a 

northeast passage to India and 
later of a northwest route. And as 
early as the second voyaxe in 1608 
there was a hint of the weakness that 
was to cause the later tragedy. 

The first voyage had been a long, 
bitterly cold excursion into Arctic and 
sub-Arctic seas, skirting the coast of 
Norway, up toward the vast, barren 
island of Spitzbergen, in search of a 
mythical River Ob that the early ge- 
Ographers had placed upon their 
charts. 

You wrote your own geography then 
if you ventured beyond the restricted 
trade routes. And if your navigation 
brought you to the place on the map 
at which you had calculated to arrive 
you were pleasantly surprised. The 
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. moment's hesitation Juet 


belief persisted that there was a 
shorter’ way to the fabulous treasures 
of India than by the long and perilous 
Cape Horn route. : 

The second voyage was like the 
first—dismal, cold, fruitless. Hudson 
was gradually becoming convinced, de- 
spite the opinions of the best geog- 
raphers of his time, that the short 
route was to be found to the north- 
west, rather than to the northeast. 
There is a hint that he may have want- 
ed to try for this northwest passage 
on the second voyage. 

“But if Hudson did actually make 
an attempt to sail westward,’ Powys 
writes of the first foreshadowing of 
tragedy, ‘“‘his will was very soon over- 
ridden by his crew. On August 7 he 
writes: ‘I used all diligence to arrive 
at London, and therefore now I gave 
my company a certificate under my 
hand, of my free and willing return, 
without persuasion or force of any 
one or more of them.’ Now this is a 
strange entry for a ship's captain to 
make, and the mere existence of such 
writing goes to prove that there had 
been trouble of some sort. It is, In 
fact, the firat indication we have of 
the nature of the foul outrage that was 
to be Hudson’s undoing, the first car- 
rier cloud, as it were, heralding the 
storm that was to bring forth in due 
season such black and ill-omened hap- 
penings.”’ 


FTER the failure of the second 
A voyage the cautious English mer- 

chants felt that they had invest- 
ed enough of the East India Company's 
money in explorations. And they had 
somewhat lost faith in their fellow 
countryman, Hudson. 

The Dutch East India Company then 
employed Hudson for a voyage of ex- 
ploration. If there was a northeast 
passage the merchants of Antwerp 
wanted to have prior right to its use. 
But Hudson, after a time, violated thé 
explicit instructions that had been 
given him and sailed to the west in 
the “Half Moon."’ The story of the 
Voyage of the “Half Moon” is well 
known. Although Hudson was not the 
first to penetrate the great river that 
bears his name, having been preceded 
by an Italian, Verrazzano, 85 years be- 
fore and by a Portuguese captain in 
the Spanish service, Estavan Gomez, 
he penetrated farther than anyone had 
before him, looking for that route 
which must lead to the great ocean 
that skirted the shores of India. 

On this third voyage his mate was 
Robert Juet, who was destined to play 
so sinister a part in the fourth and 
fatal venture. Juet seems to have been 
an aged, mean, vicious individual. It 
is recorded that while they were con- 
ferring with the members of the In- 
dian tribe that once occupied Manhat- 
tan Island, one of the natives attempt- 
ed to steal Juet’s shirt. Without a 
shot and 
killed him, along with three or four of

his tribesmen for good measure. 

Again returning, having to acknowl- 
edge failure, Hudson put in at an En- 
glish port before going to report to his 
Dutch employers. While in port, word 
leaked out of his discovery of the 
great river and the rich territory along 
it banks. The English were given new 
hope. They restrained Hudson by for- 
bidding him to leave port until certain 
technicalities had been complied with, 
and ended by offering to fit out a new 
ship for him. 


O THE fourth voyage was con- 
~ ceived. Sir Dudley Digges was the 

chief patron. Again he was to 
search for a northwest passage, more 
determined than ever that it existed. 
Another crew was recruited, with Juet 
ak mate. On board the 
“Discovery” he found 
a willing partner in 
the plot he was to hatch 
against Hudson. 

“At Gravesend Henry 

Greene, a somewhat am- 
biguous protege of Hud- 
son's, came on board,” 
Powys writes. “Greene, 
who for some time past 
had been staying with Hud- 
son in his house in London, 
was a self-willed scape- 
grace. His parents, respect- 
able people living in Kent, 
had been outraged by the 
conversation and manner of 
life of their offspring. He be- 
longed to the underworld, was 
clever, physically strong and 
able to turn his hand to any- 
thing.’’ Still another important 
actor in the drama that was to 
conclude the voyage was Abacuk 
Prickett, who had been Sir Dud- 
ley Digges’ valet. ‘‘Greene was 
completely devoid of any religious be- 
liefs,”’ Powys adds. “‘And he used to 
shock Abacuk Prickett, who was a 
great reader of the Bible, by asserting 
that with regard to religion he was 
‘cleane paper,’ whereon Prickett might 
write what he wished.’’ 


HE “Discovery” had not been 

out long before Greene picked a 
quarrel with Wilson, a_  sea- 
“The incident bred much bit- 
ter feeling,’’ Powys writes, ‘and Wil- 
son was only with difficulty per- 
suaded to come on board again.

It had 
been entered by George Weymouth and 
had been inspected by Frobisher in 
1578, but it had never been explored 
and there was no knowledge concern- 
ing it. Hudson was convinced that he 
had found the passage to India, artd 
he hoped to find on the other side of 
the great fields of ice and snow the 
warm sea. Into the strait, which was 
thick with float ice, they sailed. 

“‘Presently,’’ Powys writes, ‘‘the 
great masses of floating ice filled the 
minds of the men with terror. They 
began to judge that Hudson had lost 
his, way.
